Allied Headquarters, Australia, May 4 ( A P ) — A 25-year- 
old Lieutenant Colonel from .Johnstown, Pa., Boyd (Buzz) 
Wagner, hnl one of the Allies' most successful “offensive- 
d efensive” raids last Friday in the air struggle over New 
Guinea, it was disclosed today. 
Wagner, a hero of the Philippine fighting who is reputed 
to be the U. S. A rm y’s youngest Lieutenant Colonel, shot 
down three enemy planes and left another stream ing smoke 
in a roving battle over the island jungles and along 50 miles 
of the N ew Guinea coast. 
W agner’s squadron of American pursuit pilots ran into a 
flock of Japanese zero fighters after making successful straf­ 
ing raids on Lac and Salamaua. 
Terrific Dogfight 
Then began a dogfight which reminded the young Penn-! 
sylvanian of gigantic tumbleweeds, rolling along the sky. 
The squadron hit Lae in three waves.

Two persons were killed late S u n ­ 
day w hen a tw o-tone truck left the 
F rackville-St. C lair highw ay near 
Pottsville and tum oled down a 25- 
foot em bankm ent into a creek.

T heir legs 
were severed.

Police theorized tile yictim s’ legs 
were caught .between the truck and 
a guard rail w hen they attem pted to 
leap.

Christianity Needed 
C harging his listeners with their 
"sworn responsibility to live by the 
high and holy principles of our lodge 
and our religion," Hie speaker as­ 
serted th a t C hristian leadership is 
as essential now as in th e days of 
th e 
founding 
fathers. 
"America 
never would have been founded but 
for those who believed in the C hris­ 
tia n way of life. O ur nation had 
C hristian leadership in those early 
days.

Ten vot­ 
ing places were set up in the county 
and ballots were cast from 9 a. rn 
to 5 p. rn. 
York and Franklin counties also 
voted against the plan.

county the vote was 160 for and 279 
against while Franklin county voted 
135 for and 190 against.

wheat 
acreage also would mean greater 
production of other needed supplies, 
such as meat, dairy and poultry pro­ 
ducts and vegetables. 
H ie wheat 
acreage this year is slightly less than 
55,000.000 acres, compared with a 
peak of 80,000,000.
